sician declaring a different vertebrae 
had been fractured or dislocated.

ARGUMENT NEARS END 


Chicago, Oct. 31.—In answer to a re- 


quest of the court that the government 
show proof th&t the dynamiters con- 
victed in the McNamara plots specifical- 
ly intended and did carry explosives on 
passenger trains, District Attorney C. 
W. Miller, of Indiana, today argued be- 
fore the Unted States circuit court of 
appeali thai in every instance in which 
the details of a dynamiting had been 
shown the dynamite had been carried 
into tho stata ou a passenger train. The 
record showed at least fifty such in- 
stances, he said, there was no evidence 
of any explosion, the dynamite for 
which had been transported iu any other 
manner. 


Th« government based its case on 


seventeen 
transportations 
of 
nitro- 


glycerine and eight of dynamite, he 
said, and all theso offenses occurred 
within the year during which the Los 
Angeles Times building was blown up 
in October, 1U10. 


The labor union officials who now 


seek a reversal of thoir conviction at 
Indianapolis last December, were con- 
victed only on evidence of their violating 
interstate regulation of the shipment 
of explosives and not on evidence of 
the destruction of life and property, Mr. 
Miller told the court. He said the de- 
tails of the explosions were done into 
only to show that the iron workers un- 
ion had a motive to destroy "open shop" 
contractors. Mr. Miller named Eugene 
A. Clancy, San Fnincisco, and Ilenrj \\T. 
Legleitner, formerly of 'Denver, us hav- 
ing actually promoted the shipment of 
explosives and beine; guilty with Pres. 
Frank M. Eyan, o" the Iron Workers' 
union, in the (fen^-al conspiracy. 


The argument will end today when

Board of Works Orders Plan 


for Elevating Tracks of 


Lake Erie. 


THE MUNICIPAL NEWS 


The board of works at a meeting heliT 


this afternoon took steps for a resolu- 
tion for the separation of grades at the 
intersection of West Mum street with 
the Luke Erie & Western railway tracks 
and ordered the city engineer to prepare 
plans for tho improvement. 


This project will not only abolish one 


of tho most dangerous grade crossings 
in the city, but will comprehend such an 
extensive echeme of track elevation as 
will establish tho separation of grades 
at tho intersections of Osage street at 
the Lake Erie and the Nickel Plato rail- 
ways, provid 
for the 
separation of 


the grades of the two railways at their 
junction in Nebraska. Tho resolution 
for the Osage street improvement has 
been in hand for somo time, but the 
board lias been trying to work out plans 
by which the dangerous Main street 
crossing may bo abolished. 


The .Nickel Plato people arc very anx- 


ious to separate the grades at their 
junction with tho Lake Krie by having 
the tracks of the latter road elevated iu 
order to eliminate obstructions in the 
busiest part of their freight yards. To 
do tliis will raise the tracks nt Main 
street almost enough to abolish 
the 


grade crossing there. 


It is not improbable that when the 


engineers of tho railways get at the 
plans the' scheme will be made to pro- 
vide for carrying the Lake Erie above 
tho .Grand Hopids & Indiana and the 
Pennsylvania tracks and the tracks of 
the Fort 'Wayne & Northern Indiana 
Traction company at Taylor street. This 
will be feasible if the Nickel Plate and 
Lake Erie grades are separated and tho 
Main street grade abolished. It would 
lie costly, but would at the same timu 
confer inestimable conveniences on all 
tho-railway lines affected. It is undef- 
stood that tho Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern railway, which leases its track 
from the southwest part of the city to 
tho Wells street station to the Lake 
Erie, is favorable to the West Main 
street grade separation.

will be prepared by City Attorney H. G. 
Hogan and City Engineer F. M. Eandall 
at the instance, of the board.

Less than 10 per 


cent, of the telegraph business consists 
of social messages—the kind people write 
it the desks in the telegraph 
offices. 


Xewapaper dispatches compose a greater 
volume, but the principal use of the tele- 
graph is to further gambling—stock and 
otherwise. 


There are something like 25,000 tcle- 


rraph offices in this country. The United 
States postofficts number 67,000. 
Very 


many telegraph offices are located ia lit- 
tle out-of-the-way railroad stations. The 
postofflcei, even in the smallest places, 
are located at a point 'convenient to the 
whole population. 


Tn England one may drop into the let- 


ter box a -stamped telegram. This is 
picked up by a carrier and immediately 
telegraphed to its destination. The coat 
is a cent a word with, twelve cents as 
the minimum charge. The telegraph is 
frequently u»ed instead of the telephone 
for across-the-city messages, so rapid is 
the service. 
England owns hor own 


telegraph system and operates it as part 
of the postoffice. Social messages between 
Englisnien constitute between 50 and 00 
per cent, of the total telegraph busi- 
ness; in the United States one never 
sends a telegram if it is possible to avoid 
it. and the arrival of a telegram to the 
average household causes a shiver of ap- 
prehension—it usually means death or 
accident. The possibilities of social mes- 
sages at low cost are unknown to the 
American public.
